By a vote of 27-10 the Faculty Senate 
Wednesday voted overwhelmingly to 
place President Bernard Hyink in an 
awkward position 

Much to the consternation of the 
Interfraternity Council, et al, the Senate 
approved the resolution to ban beauty 
contests from the campus. Despite the 
objections of Mike Hackard, student 
body president, and Bill Woods former 
president of the IFC, who spoke against 
the proposed ban, the senate agreed with 
the contentions raised by the Women’s 
Caucus and expressed in the senate by 
David Lucas that such contests were 
“both symptomatic and causal in the 
dehumanization of women.”

Unless vetoed by President Hyink, who 
was out of town and unavailable for 
comment, the senate’s action will ensure 
that future years will see no queens 
reigning at SSC. It is certain the trustees, 
the chancellor and many in_ the 
community including the Bee and Union 
do not look favorably on the senate’s 
action. Yet should Hyink veto the 
decision in their interests he would find 
himself in opposition with the senate not 
on a legal question, but a moral and 
ethical one. In addition, his only source 
of support on campus would be the IFC. 
Their support would not be staggering in 
its impact

English Dept. in the

A resolution by the English 
department to eliminate course 
descriptions from the fall college 


catalogue has met the wrath of students 
in the department who along with the 
departmental secretaries knew nothing 
about it. 

Although student concern began over a 
misconception that a secret vote had been 
taken through the mail, of all tenured and 
un-tenured faculty, to decide whether to 
eliminate or retain the policy, without a 
departmental meeting or consideration of 
student feelings, it has been the lack of 
information about the decision which has 
resulted in this investigation of it. 

A large majority of the faculty favored 
the resolution because it allowed them 
the flexibility of teaching classes when 
they were needed instead of because they 
were offered. One student expressed his 
concern that it was because “they want 
more flexibility to teach what they want 
to teach.”’ 

The descriptions of each class would be 
replaced by broad classifications of 
concentrations in different studies such as 


the Study of Romantic Movements. A 
secondary pamphlet would be found in 
the English office which would describe 
each class in total. 

Student concern over the elimination 
involves their rights as students to be 
protected by the Student Bill of Rights, 
and the rights of transfer students in 
knowing which classes will be offered, 
and when, so as to prepare their college 
career. 

One professorial remark is that the 
students do not plan ahead “and certainly 
do not plot out their college life here.” 

Technically student rights have not 
been violated. The English department 
need only prepare a master list of classes 
on hand at all times in the departmenit to 
fulfill their obligation as set down by the 
student code. 

The students, however, do not feel that 
this master list is nearly enough. 

Chairman of the department, Ted 
Hornback was shocked that the issue had 
gone so far as to involve the Ombudsman. 
He explained that the move was made to 
make the de tment more responsive to 
student ne “The present college 
catalogue is already two years out of date 
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charged that the women’s arguments were 
irrational and illogical. Injecting his own 
rationality and logic into the debate, 
Woods commented “social change has 
often occurred only when leaders have 
been willing to make unpopular 
decisions...this change (may be) good or 
bad. Hitler is also an example of one 
person who followed this reasoning.” 
Concluding that rational statement, 
Woods added his logic, “You have two 
choices—sexism or liberation. However | 
offer you a third alternative; that is to 
support the constitution of the ASSSC.” 


The Sacramento State College 
Women’s Caucus wishes to extend 
our condolences and express our 
sincere appreciation to Bill Woods 
for his assistance in passing the 
Beauty Queen Contest Resolution.

Not realizing he was asking Congress to 
refrain from passing a law because it 
conflicted with the Sacramento Municipal 
Code, Woods was referring to the address 
rendered by Hackard. Hackard, who fell 
off the fence he was so carefully trying 
not to straddle, had argued that although 
the contests might be distasteful, perhaps 
profane, the senate should respect the 
ASSSC right of free speech and assembly. 

However, the Senate seemed to respect 
women more. 

it was the women who set the tone for 
the final decision to be made. Reading 
the commentary by Kirsten Amundsen in 
Tuesday’s Hornet, Karen Kennedy stated 
that beauty contests “‘serve to single out 
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and does not reflect what is going on in 
the department.” 

With the elimination of descriptions 
from the college catalogue the 
department would be = allowed the 
flexibility to not offer a class when there 
is no student interest or when a particular 
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and award women for their ability to 
please—and tease-—men. In ignoring and 
even negatively judging qualities such as 
creativity, brains, political talents, they 
also serve to give notice to all sisters that 
it is futile to be anything but pretty and 
pleasing...The effect of it all on the 
female half of the student body is likely 
to be a stifling of ambition, a rejection of 
intellectual pursuits, a channeling of 
energies in that one direction most 
‘profitable’ by the beauty contests.” 


Maria Hicks, the second speaker for the 
proposal, later added “‘Beauty contests 
arc not harmless little social events of 
questionable taste reeking only of 
sophomoric immaturity—they are an 
insult to the dignity and self-respect of 
every woman. They serve to tell the 
community that while supposedly we are 
educating the leaders of tomorrow we 
think so little of our women and their 
chances in our society that we see them 
only as sex symbols devoid of brains, 
aspirations or intellectual ability. Beauty 
contest are the last holdout of that sick 
mentality that used to say the ‘Wops,’ 
‘Spics,’ ‘Frogs,’ ‘Chinks,’ and above all 
“‘Niggers’ were born inferior to blond 
blue-eyed Americans. They are nothing 
more than’the slave auctions of today.” 

Lucas, the first member of the senate 
to speak in favor of the resolution 
commented that “Vietnam and other 
social issues may seem more important. 
However I see beauty contests as a major 
factor in the second class status of 
women. This pattern has led us to ruling 
women out of positions in government 
and positions in our society that the 
Vietnain War, etc. may not have arisen

faculty member falls ill or goes on 
sabbatical leave. It would also allow them 
the freedom to teach classes strongly 
favored by students without going 
through so much of the bureaucratic 
hassle to eliminate them. 

Hornback also expressed concern that 
much of the confusion began because 
students still are not cognizant of the new 
requirements of the department. 

An English major needs 39 units to 
graduate, 27 of which must be upper 
division, There are nv other requirements, 
which also means no _ specific 
concentrations must be made in any 
segment of English. 

Any courses taken in English in a 
junior college will be eligible for use 
toward the degree 

Pre-requisites for classes have not been 
eliminated, however, another concern of 
the students. Since classes will still have 
to be taken in a certain order it seems 
contradictory to not expect students to 
plan ahead for classes they want to take 


and then expect them to follow a 
pre-requisite route

Sickle cell anemia 


attacks 1 in 500 Black babies

Sickle cell anemia is a dreaded, 
incurable blood disease found 
primarily in black people; it is 
estimated that one of every 500 
Negro children suffers from the 
disease at birth. About half of 
the persons with the hereditary 
affliction die before age 20; 
one-third die before age 5. 

It is “‘the most negiected major 
health problem in the nation,” 
says Dr. Robert Scott of the 
Department of Medicine at 
Virginia Commonwealth 
University. In an interview with 
The Sacramento Bee, Scott said 
‘The disease is far more 
prevalent among Negroes than 
such highly publicized disorders 
as cystic fibrosis, childhood 
leukemia, or muscular 
dystrophy.” 

Scott added that in cities with 
large black populations “sickle 
cell anemia (is) the more 
prevalent health problem.” 

Few people—black or 
white—know what the disorder 
is. Scott reported that a survey 
in Richmond, Va., showed only 
three of 10 adults ever had heard 
of sickle cell anemia. 

Only in the last year has there 
been a progressive fight against 
the disorder as local clinics, 
national foundations and 
voluntary organizations have 
sprung to life 

In its Dec. 15 editorial, The 
Sacramento Bee calied the fight 
‘*heartening’” but states that 
sickle cell anemia’s “...molecular 
causes have been known for 
almost 20 years.”’ The editorial! 
adds that ‘“‘some medical studies 
indicate several possible 
breakthroughs if funds are 
available to push them to 
conclusion.” 

U.S. Sen. John V. Tunney, 
D-Calif., introduced legislation 
in the Congress asking for $90 
million with which to fight 
sickle cell anemia; the Nixon 
administration said $6 million is 
plenty. 

State Sen. Mervyn M. Dymally, 
D-Los Angeles, called the Nixon 


move “...institutional racism at 
its ugliest. 

“How can a president back a 
plan to spend $2.6 billion to 
conquer cancer, yet claim $5 to 
$6 million is enough to devote 
to a disease which attacks one in 
every S00 black children?” 
asked Dymally. 

Legislation establishing a 
statewide testing program for 
the disorder was signed by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. The 
assembly-bill by Leon Ralph, 
D-Los Angeles, requires children 
entering school to have the 
examination; persons who apply 
for a marriage license also take 
the examination, and the state 
does not have to pay a cent 
more as people getting married 
already take blood tests. 

Similar legislation has been 
signed by New York Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller. 


Trip to Vienna 


A step toward disarmament

SSC Student Body President 
Mike Hackard accompanied by 
Student Body President from 
Cal State at Los Angeles, Willis 
Edwards, ventured to Vienna to 
present a petition to Soviet and 
US negotiators at the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks (SALT). 
The petition signed by studext 
leaders from 380 colleges and 
universities, is an attempt to 
establish limited nuclear 
disarmament now, and hopefully 
a step toward eventual total 
nuclear disarmament later. 

Hackard feels total nuclear 
disarmament is feasible because 
the world is so frightened by the 
thought of nuclear war with its 
devastating possibilities. The 
U.S. presently spends 63 cents 
of every budgeted dollar on 
present day armaments and 
expenditures for past wars 
Through disarmament, some of 
this money could be diverted 


Anti-war vigil today 


On Christmas day, 1971], 
massive and indiscriminate 
bombing of North Vietnam was 
resumed. The U.S. Air Force was 
engaged in round-the-clock 
bombing sorties for 5 days, the 
most intensive in over three 
years. 

On Friday, Jan. 7, at 3 p.m., 
there will be a public vigil in 
opposition to President Nixon’s 
genocidal air war in Indochina. 
We feel that President Nixon’s 
“winding down the war” policy 
is mere rhetoric and wish to 
bring it to the attention of the 
American public that the 
President is only shifting the 
military burden from Army 
ground combat troops to Air

A specific target of 
disarmament is the controversial 
ABM system. While it is true 
that the ABM’s could save 
missile silos from attack, 
Hackard pointed out that in the 
process of destroying the 
aggressive missile, radiation 
would result that would be so 
severe, it would be detrimental 
to the surrounding population. 
Missile silos would be saved, but 
at the cost of the people. 

In place of costly nuclear arms 
such at the ABM system, a 
policy whereby each nation 
refrains from using nuclear 
weapons in the realization that a 
strike against another country is 
in reality a suicidal blow to 
themselves is advocated. As 
stated in the student petition on 
disarmament, “...general and 
complete disarmament is the 
only path leading out from the 
brink of nuclear Hades.” 

The national organization of 
students which sponsored the 
petition was formed by 
Edwards, Hackard, and Ed Helm 
of Washington D.C., and is 
assisted by the Student National 
Education ASsociation, the 
largest independent membership 
group of students in the U.S. 

The organization of student 
leaders, headed by the ASSSC 
President to establish courses or 
information centers on college 
campuses such as exist at UCB 
and Stanford, to initiate public 
concern that might result in 
positive action to slow the arms 
race. 

Peace efforts such as Hubert 
Humphrey's bill to stop MIRV 
will be supported by the student 
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organization. The group will also 
co-ordinate their efforts with the 
Coalition on National Priorities 
and Military Policy and with 
church and other political 
groups. The focus is on a wide 
spectrum of political issues that 
have peace orientation. 

When asked about a possible 
conflict between his 
disarmament efforts and his role 
as student body president, 
Hackard replied they are 
compatible rather that 
conflicting roles. ‘‘My 
orientation to my job as 
president involves peace in terms 
of setting up programs here at 
SSC that will promote peace, as 
well as establishing national 
programs. That’s where my 
conscience is and I believe in 
letting your conscience be your 
guide.” 

Hackard sees his trip—funded 
by private donations from a 
Sacramento doctor, a 
Sacramento Superviser, some 
SSC alumni and faculty, and 
personal funds —as_ successful 
Not since the early ‘60s with the 
Cuban missile crisis has 
disarmament been a major 
national issue. People have 
forgotten and become concerned 
with other issues. Hackard feels 
his trip and the resulting 
publicity has ‘“‘added a bale of 
straw to the camel’s back.”

had it been otherwise.” 

Adding as yet an unmentioned reason 
for banning beauty contests, Lucas 
continued “they are not primarily a 
student affair. They are primarily a 
promotional event for private interests. 
Shoot down beauty contests and listen to 
who screams—the Sacramento Bee, the 
Union. advertisers and other private 
interests who support them. | would 
eliminate beauty contests just as | would 
vote down any other commercial 
intrusion on a state college campus.” 

Surprisingly no member of the faculty 
senate spoke in favor of the contest so 
that although the item was discussed for 
fifty minutes it never once appeared to be 
in jeopardy. 

The resolution as passed by the senate 
States that “Sacramento State College 
shall neither endorse, nor coordinate, nor 
in any way provide facilities, nor in any 
way participate in the activities of any 
“beauty contest’ sponsored by campus or 
community groups from this date, 
November 2, 1971 forward.”

Good guys & bad 
guys 


With the modern spirit of mass consumption 
now upon us, the Environmental and Consumer 
Affairs Board (ECAB) of the Associated Students 
thought it appropriate to uncover our first report 
on Good Guys and Bad Guys for the Sacramento 
area. The “Good Guys and Bad Guys Project” 
offers students the opportunity to complain or 
praise local businesses and services in the 
Sacramento area. The information contained in 
the following responses was followed up by 
members of ECAB and it was felt that the 
particular complaint or praise was justified. 

Good Guys 

The first report concerns a good business 
practice by the Sacramento Body Shop. Located 
on 1300 El Monte Avenue, this business deals with 
painting and repairing automobile bodies and 
fender parts. Labor cost is $11 per hour. Loaner 
cars are available if your car is being repaired or 
painted for persons who are aged 21 and older. 

Our second “Good Guy” report concerns the 
business of Rex's Mobil Service Station at 4010 E! 
Camino. This particular business deals with the 
rapairing of automobile parts at prices which are 
charged according to the automobile manual. 
Prices are varied according to the part of the 
automobile which needs repairment. Labor cost is 
$9 per hour. 

Bad Guys 

The first complaint deals with two businesses, 
Home Finders and B & B Home Rental Referral 
Service, who deal with finding apartments or 
homes for rent available for the consumer. Here 
are two organizations which have an operation 
which are detrimental to students and young 
adults. The organizations ask for a $20.00 fee 
which entitles you to unlimited access to their 
rental files for up to one year. The basic problem 
lies in the fact that a large percentage of their files 
do not allow young or “hip” people to rent. 
Therefore, if you’re a student or “hip”’ person 
you'll probably be wasting your money in these 
businesses. Home Finders is located at 2000 
Marconi and B & B Home Rental! Referral Service 
at 3027 K Street. 

The second complaint deals with a shoe repair 
shop known as United Cobblers located on 2633 
Riverside Blvd. A complaint was received from a 
student that her fifty dollar boots were completely 
ruined after she took them there to be repaired. 
She had taken them to be half soled and when she 
took them home, they had glue on them where the 
coboler had neglected to clean it off. She also 
reported that there were slits in the patent leather 
which had never been there before when whe had 
taken them to be repaired. Not only this but she 
was told the boots would be ready on a Saturday 
so she made a special trip only to find them not 
ready yet. Three days later she finally received 
them. After this incident occurred, she took them 
to another repair shop where they could not be 
repaired because of the damage. In our 
investigation we were told by an employee that 
some boots were made of an imitation leather 
which were almost impossible to repair. therefore

Editor, the Hornet: 

What would you write if you 
sat down to be the Thomas 
Jefferson of 1976? 

An irrelevant exercise in 
futility today? Perhaps. Another 
rip-off ploy—of, by, and for—the 
establishment? Maybe. But if 
enough people get involved in 
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writing it, This new Declaration 
could go beyond the purely 
ceremonial, and become a truly 
meaningful—perhaps even 
revolutionary-document in its 
own right. 

Jefferson once said The 
Declaration of Independence 
was intended to be ‘‘an 
expression of the American 
Mind.”’ He said he turned to 
“neither book nor pamphlet” 
while writing it, and considered 
it no part of his charge to 
“invent new ideas” altogether or 
to offer sentiments not 
expressed before. 

Yet, Abraham Lincoln praised 
Jefferson as the man who had 
“the coolness, forecast, and 
capacity to introduce into a 
merely revolutionary document, 
an abstract truth, applicable to 
all men and all times.” 

Our times make: it imperative 
that we try to re-express the 
American mind, even though 
“our” abstract truth may apply 
to present-day worries unknown 
to Jefferson. 

Deep sea explorer Jacques 
Cousteau warns that the oceans 
may be dead in 30 years, while 
Dr. Dennis Gabor (1971 Nobel 
for Physics) gives man just one 
generation to change his values if 
he is to survive 

What better way to celebrate 
our 200th Birthday than with a 
new social compact to help 
insure future generations of their 
environmental rights to “‘life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness.” 

Unfortunately, apathy is just as 
American as apple pie. And 
without student generation 
support, this whole Declaratior 
ideas, would of course —be a big 
waste of time 

Again, what would you write if 
you sat down to be the Thomas 
Jefferson of 1976?

Declaration of 1976 to place it 
before the AmericanRevolution 
Bicentennial Commission for 
staff study and a pian for 
possible implementation. This 
commission was created by 
Congress in 1966 (Public Law 
89-491) to plan and coordinate 
events marking our 200th 
anniversary.
